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MINTAGE  FIGURES  OF  ENGLISH  SILVER  COINAGE 

1610-1619 

IAN  McALPINE,  M.A. 

In  his  article  “Comments  on  ‘Mintage  Figures  of  English  Silver  Coinage  1583-1592'  by  Ian 
McAlpine,  M.A.”  Professor  I.  D.  Brown  produces  evidence  based  on  a  study  of  Civil  War 
coin  hoards  which  supports  my  theories  concerning  mint  output  figures  during  the  late 
sixteenth  century.1  He  concludes  his  article  by  suggesting  that  the  type  of  analysis  which  I 
devised  could  be  extended  to  cover  the  period  1594-1625.  Unfortunately,  my  method  of 
estimating  output  of  individual  denominations  cannot  be  used  to  provide  mintage  figures  for 
all  denominations  after  1601.  Throughout  the  period  which  I  discussed  in  my  article  only  five 
denominations  of  silver  coinage  were  in  production:  the  shilling,  sixpence,  halfgroat,  penny 
and  halfpenny.  I  based  my  estimates  of  output  figures  for  shillings  and  sixpences  on  the 
assumptions  that  96%  of  the  total  weight  of  silver  coinage  struck  consisted  of  these  two 
denominations  and  that  approximately  equal  numbers  of  shillings  anel  sixpences  were 
manufactured. 

From  1601,  however,  coinage  of  silver  crowns  and  halfcrowns  was  resumed  after  a  period 
of  nearly  fifty  years.2  Although  it  is  likely  that  shillings  and  sixpences  continued  to  be  minted 
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in  approximately  equal  numbers  as  Brown  and  I  have  suggested,  it  is  not  possible  to  use  my 
method  to  calculate  their  mintage  figures  since  there  is  no  indication  as  to  what  proportion  of 
mint  output  consisted  of  crowns  and  halfcrowns.  Brown,  Dolley  and  I  have  observed  that 
post- 1630  halfcrowns  are  far  more  common  than  pre-1630  specimens  in  Civil  War  coin 
hoards.’  This  indicates  that  annual  output  of  silver  crowns  and  halfcrowns  w'as  small  until 
about  1630,  but  it  is  generally  impossible  to  be  more  specific  than  that.  However,  no  silver 
crowns  appear  to  have  been  issued  from  1610  until  1619,  during  which  period  the  halfcrown 
is  only  known  with  the  tun  mintmark  for  16  15-1 6. 4  It  is  therefore  possible  to  use  the  method 
discussed  in  my  earlier  article  to  estimate  mint  output  of  shillings,  sixpences,  halfgroats, 
pennies  and  halfpennies  from  1610  to  1619.  Mintage  figures  of  silver  coinage  during  these 
years  are  of  particular  interest  because  of  the  sharp  decline  in  silver  output  after  1611.  This 
was  largely  due  to  the  ten  per  cent  increase  in  the  valuation  of  gold  coinage  which  led  to  an 
unrealistically  high  bimetallic  ratio  and  encouraged  the  exportation  of  undervalued  silver." 
Estimates  of  mintage  figures  of  all  five  denominations  are  given  in  the  Table  below.  These 
figures  are  derived  from  those  given  by  Craig.6

Records  of  Pyx  trials  disclose  that  all  five  denominations  were  regularly  produced  throughout 
this  nine-year-period  although  some  varieties  are  extremely  rare  or  unknown  today.4  Half- 
crowns  exist  with  the  tun  mintmark  for  1615-16  which  casts  doubt  on  the  validity  of  the 
figures  given  for  shilling  and  sixpence  production  during  those  years,  and  suggests  that  they 
are  too  high.  The  figures  given  in  the  Table  indicate  that  from  1610  to  1619  total  silver 
production  never  exceeded  698,000  coins  pier  year  or  1,900  coins  per  day.  During  1617-18 
output  fell  to  a  mere  7,400  per  year,  giving  an  average  daily  production  figure  of  only  twenty 
pieces.

Fig.  1  shows  the  obverses  of  two  Dobunnic  base-gold  staters,  which  are  evidently  from  the 
same  die.  How  the  doubled  impression  of  the  fir-tree  was  obtained,  I  do  not  profess  to 
understand,  havipg  until  the  second  coin  was  acquired  for  the  collection  of  the  National 
Museum  of  Wales  imagined  that  the  blank  had  merely  jumped  in  the  concave  die;  but  the 
marks  of  the  rough  chiselling-out  of  the  die  are  identical  too,  and  we  must  presumably  be  in 
the  presence  of  a  die  already  re-engraved.  Details  of  the  two  coins  are  as  follows,  with  Fig.  2 
showing  the  reverses: 

(a)  Mack  386,  ANTED.  5.308  g.,  360°.  Base  gold,  very  brassy-looking. 

(b)  Mack  388,  EISV.  5.315  g.,  45°.  Base  gold,  coppery-looking.

This  would  appear  to  be  the  first  instance  of  a  die  link  between  coins  of  ANTED  and  EISV 
(or  for  that  matter  other  Dobunnic  named  pieces)  to  be  placed  on  record.  The  obverse  is  for 

(b)  from  a  much  more  worn  state  of  the  die.  The  coins  have  no  findspot,  but  were  acquired  at 
different  times  from  Messrs.  Baldwin.  Inventory-numbers,  C.4 1 5,  C.4 1 7. 

The  other  two  coins  are  of  the  usual  small  silver  denomination  and  both,  I  think,  are  new  to 
the  record  (Fig.  3): 

(c)  Profile  head  to  left ;  otherwise,  an  Allen  Class  I.  1.078  g.,  90°.  No  provenance  recorded; 
acquired  from  Messrs.  Baldwin.  C.4 10. 

(d)  Profile  head  as  usual  to  right,  but  details  different  from  any  of  Allen's  classes  (in  E.  M. 
Clifford,  Bagendon:  a  Belgic  Oppidum,  1961,  ch.  5):  most  reminiscent  of  Class  B  or 
possibly  C,  but  with  a  cogwheel  rosette  instead  of  a  boss  on  the  chin,  and  with  a  wheel  in 
front;  this  is  a  novel  feature.  The  reverse  shows  a  horse  to  left  with  a  feathery  tail 
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(c)  Fig.  3  (d) 


perhaps  drawn  from  the  often  carefully  indicated  strands  of  the  naturalistic  horse  on 
Allen  Class  I  coins.  The  motif  beneath  the  horse's  belly  might  possibly  be  an  anchor,  but 
is  not  complete,  and  would  if  so  be  quite  unexpected.  This  coin  is  said  to  have  been  found 
at  Easton  Grey,  near  Malmesbury.  Wilts.,  in  1978  and  was  formerly  in  the  collection  of 
Mr.  Henry  Mossop;  the  National  Museum  of  Wales  acquired  it.  with  others  including 
some  published  by  P.  H.  Robinson  in  BNJ.  xliii.  1977.  from  that  source,  from  Miller. 
0.909  g..  360°.  C.459. 

The  illustrations  are  all  at  double  actual  size. 


DIE  LINKED  TENTH  CENTURY  ISLAMIC  IMITATIONS 

IN  SWEDEN 

GERT  RISPLING 

Each  of  the  latest  two  volumes  of  CNS1  includes  an  extraordinary  Islamic  silver  coin,  struck 
ostensibly  at  Nishapur  in  the  year  403  A.H.  (A.D.  1012/13).  Nishapur  w-as  at  that  time 
subject  to  the  Ghaznawid  ruler  Abu  1-Qasim  Mahmud.  The  coin  does  not  bear  Mahmud's 
name  and  the  attribution  to  him  is  based  on  the  obverse,  which  unmistakably  shows  the  mint- 
name  Naysabur  (Nishapur)  and  the  date  403  (fig.  1).  The  date  is  the  latest  ever  recorded  for 
an  Islamic  Viking-age  coin  found  in  Scandinavia.  The  reverse  shows  the  name  of  the  caliph 
al-Qahir  (A.D.  932-4)  and  that  of  Nasr  ibn  Ahmad,  head  of  the  Samanid  dynasty  in  Eastern 
Iran  and  thereabouts  during  the  years  914-43.  The  date  of  the  reverse  is  limited  by  al  Qahir's 
reign.  As  the  reverse  is  some  80  years  older  than  the  obverse  and  from  a  different  dynasty,  we 
are  obviously  dealing  w'ith  a  mule  or  an  imitative  piece.  The  Stockholm  Coin  Cabinet 
possesses  three  such  specimens,  which  are  from  the  same  pair  of  dies.

The  chronological  distribution  of  the  Islamic  coins  in  these  hoards  is  remarkable.  In  the 
Ovide  hoard  there  is  a  gap  of  36  years  between  our  Nishapur  coin  and  the  remaining  coins. 
The  Gustafs  hoard  shows  the  same  discrepancy.  The  gap  is  53  years  (fig.  3).  In  the  Garestad 
hoard  the  gap  is  at  least  32  years. 

The  recent  discovery  of  a  related  coin  (fig.  2)  reveals  that  the  present  attribution  to  the 
Ghaznawids  needs  to  be  reconsidered.  The  new  coin,  with  the  mint-name  Samarkand  and  the 
date  237  (A.D.  851/2)  on  the  obverse,  is  associated  with  the  Ghaznawid/Samanid  mule  by 
virtue  of  having  been  struck  from  the  identical  reverse  die  (fig.  4).  The  Stockholm  Coin 
Cabinet  has  two  specimens  of  the  new  coin,  from  the  same  pair  of  dies.

Despite  the  fact  that  no  die-chain  is  at  hand,  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  Ghaznawid/  Samanid 
mule  in  CNS  is  in  fact  an  imitation.  Besides,  the  designation  of ‘mule'  is  hardly  suitable,  as  the 
obverse  and  the  reverse  cannot  any  longer  be  said  to  represent  two  different  ‘types’.  The  date 
of  manufacture  is,  provisionally,  932—42  (A.H.  320-30).  The  terminus  post  quern  of  the 
Ovide  (I)  hoard  should  be  changed  to  976/7  and  of  the  Gustafs  hoard  to  959/60.  As  regards 
a  possible  source  of  these  two  imitations,  nothing  definite  can  be  said.  Recent,  still 
unpublished  work  on  the  imitative  material  in  the  Stockholm  Coin  Cabinet  has  shown  that 
more  than  400  of  the  approximately  1800  imitations  kept  there  are  directly  die-linked  with  the 
authentic  coins  of  the  Volga  Bulghars.  The  widespread  hypothesis  about  the  Volga 
Bulgharian  origin  of  many  Islamic  imitations  is  now  confirmed  for  the  first  time  with  the  help 
of  die-chains.  As  well  as  the  Volga  Bulghars,  the  Khazars  and  the  Khwarizmians  have  been 
considered  as  producers  of  Islamic  imitations.  Our  two  imitations  cannot  be  attributed  to  any 
definite  unofficial  minting  workshop  on  epigraphical  grounds,  at  least  not  until  further 
progress  has  been  made  concerning  the  die-chains.  The  question  of  the  source  therefore 
remains  unsolved.2

ROBERT  CARSON  MEDAL

R.  A.  G.  Carson’s  colleagues  in  the  Department  of  Coins  and  Medals  have  recently  com¬ 
missioned  a  medal  by  Robert  Elderton  to  mark  his  tenure  of  the  Keepership  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  and  commemorate  his  long  and  distinguished  career  in  the  British  Museum.  The 
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obverse  portrait  is  paired  with  a  reverse  representing  a  gold  stater  of  T.  Quinctius  Flamininus. 
This  very  rare  coin  was  struck  in  about  196  BC  in  Greece,  as  part  of  the  extravagant  honours 
paid  to  Flamininus  for  proclaiming  the  “Liberation  of  Greece”.  It  bears  the  earliest  con¬ 
temporary  portrait  of  a  Roman  and  is  perhaps  the  most  important  of  the  many  important 
acquisitions  made  by  Robert  Carson  during  his  time  at  the  British  Museum.  Robert  Elderton 
is  a  sculptor,  engraver  and  medallist.  He  studied  at  the  Central  School  of  Arts  and  Crafts  and 
at  the  Sir  John  Cass  College  of  Arts  and  works  at  the  Royal  Mint.  He  has  produced 
numerous  coins  and  medals,  many  of  which  have  been  exhibited  at  the  Royal  Academy,  and 
he  is  an  Associate  of  the  Royal  British  Sculptor’s  Society. 

Robert  Andrew  Glendinning  Carson,  FBA,  was  born  in  1918.  He  graduated  from 
Glasgow  University  in  1940  and  has  recently  been  awarded  its  Hon.  D.  Litt.  He  served 
throughout  the  remainder  of  the  Second  World  War  in  the  Royal  Artillery,  and  joined  the 
staff  of  the  Department  of  Coins  and  Medals  in  1947  as  an  Assistant  Keeper.  He  became 
Deputy  Keeper  in  1965  and  Keeper  in  1978.  He  has  always  been  closely  associated  with  the 
Royal  Numismatic  Society,  editing  the  Numismatic  Chronicle  between  1966  and  1973,  and 
serving  as  its  President  from  1974  to  1979;  he  became  its  Medallist  in  1972,  and  an 
Honorary  Fellow  in  1980.  Many  foreign  numismatic  societies  have  recognised  his  distinction 
by  the  award  of  medals  or  honorary  memberships,  and  the  International  Numismatic  Com¬ 
mission  has  made  him  its  President.  His  academic  work  to  date  was  listed  in  the  1982 
Numismatic  Chronicle ,  which  has  been  dedicated  to  him.  He  is  chiefly  known  as  an  editor  of 
the  series  Roman  Imperial  Coinage ,  a  position  he  has  held  since  1951;  four  volumes  have 
been  published  with  his  editorial  assistance.  He  is  also  the  author  of  the  sixth  volume  in  the 
series  Catalogue  of  the  Coins  of  the  Roman  Empire  in  the  British  Museum  (1962),  and  of 
the  three-volume  Principal  Coins  of  the  Romans  (1978-1981),  besides  the  evergreen  Coins: 
ancient,  mediaeval  and  modern  (2nd  edition,  1972). 

Robert  Carson’s  distinguished  (but  never  pompous)  bearing,  his  generous  personality  and 
his  devotion  to  his  calling  will  always  remain  with  those  who  knew  and  worked  with  him.  We 
wish  him  a  long  and  happy  retirement.

DOCTOR  WILLIAM  HUNTER  BICENTENARY  MEDAL 

UNIVERSITY  OF  GLASGOW 

William  Hunter  (1718-1783),  like  many  Scotsmen,  was  a  successful  medical  practitioner  in  18th 
century  London.  He  was  a  leading  anatomist,  teacher  and  pioneer  of  obstetrics.  Appointed  Physician 
Extraordinary  to  the  Queen  in  1764,  he  became  the  first  Professor  of  Anatomy  to  the  Royal  Academy 
of  Arts  in  1768  and  President  of  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  in  1781.  Hunter  was  also  one  of  the 
late  18th  century’s  great  collectors.  His  anatomical  and  pathological  specimens,  books  and  manuscripts, 
paintings,  zoological,  geological,  archaeological  and  ethnological  objects  as  well  as  his  coins  and  medals 
formed  one  of  the  greatest  private  collections  ever  put  together.  These  he  bequeathed  to  the  University 
of  Glasgow. 

The  medal  bears  a  portrait  of  Hunter  taken  from  a  unique  18th  century  lead  model  in  the  Hunterian 
Museum.  This  had  been  made  for  a  medal  which  was  never  struck,  so  after  200  years  it  is  now  being 
used  for  its  original  purpose.  The  reverse  shows  the  facade  of  the  old  Hunterian  Museum  opened  in 
1807  to  house  the  collections  brought  from  London.  This,  Glasgow’s  oldest  public  museum,  was 
demolished  after  the  University  moved  to  its  present  site  on  Gilmorehill  in  1870.  This  view  is  copied 
from  the  University’s  Newton  Prize  Medal  designed  by  William  Wyon,  one  of  a  famous  family  of 
engravers  responsible  for  much  of  Britain’s  Victorian  coinage.  The  medal  is  also  unusual  in  its  method 
of  production.  Each  medal  will  be  hand-struck  in  the  medieval  manner  from  dies  made  by  David 
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Holland  and  Derek  Andrews  in  their  ‘Bigbury  Mint'.  These  two  Devon  engravers  have  re  created  the 
medieval  method  of  coin  production  and  applied  it  to  their  modern  medals.  They  could  be  seen  making 
the  Hunter  bicentenary  medals  in  the  Hunterian  Museum  on  April  18th  and  19th. 

The  medal  is  1{"  in  diameter  and  is  available  in  copper,  silver  plated  copper  and  hall  marked  silver. 
Each  medal  comes  m  an  attractive  case  with  explanatory  leaflet.  A  limited  number  will  be  struck  and 
will  be  on  sale  at  the  Hunterian  Museum  from  April  18th.

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FRONT  COVER  ILLUSTRATION 

Our  front  cover  illustration  this  month  is  a  most  handsome  example  of  an  Elizabeth  I  milled 
shilling.  Although  produced  more  in  the  nature  of  trial  pieces  or  patterns,  they  did  circulate 
and  examples  which  still  show  sharply  the  finely  engraved  face  and  flowing  hair  together  with 
the  richly  embroidered  bodice  are  rare  and  greatly  appreciated  by  collectors. 

These  coins  were  struck  by  Eloye  Mestrelle  on  a  mill  or  a  screw  press  (hence  the  term  ‘mill’ 
or  ‘milled'  money)  of  which  he  was  the  inventor.  Unfortunately,  like  so  many  great  inventors, 
his  new  method  of  striking  was  not  appreciated  by  the  traditional  coiners  who  thought  that 
they  might  lose  their  jobs  because  of  the  greater  speed  and  efficiency  of  Mestrelle’s 
machinery.  He  lost  his  appointment  at  the  Mint  due  to  totally  false  accusations  regarding  the 
capabilities  of  his  equipment  and  he  was  later  hanged  at  Norwich  in  1578  for  striking  and 
passing  false  money.  See  E405. 


LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR,  FROM  THE  PRESS,  ETC. 

The  dangers  of  secondary  and  later  sources.  Sir.  In  the  18th  century  it  was  only  necessary  to  refer  to  “A 
genuine  intercepted  letter”  and  to  add  that  it  was  being  “published  by  authority”  for  all  the  world  to  give 
any  rumour  -  however  unlikely  -  credence.  Thus  one  “Father  Patrick  Graham”  (probably  a  mis¬ 
chievous  Whig)  averred  that  Henry  Benedict,  Duke  of  York,  later  Cardinal,  landed  in  this  country  in 
1745  in  support  of  his  brother.  It  is  a  matter  of  record  that  Henry  never  set  foot  on  English  soil  then  or 
at  any  other  time.  He  planned  to  do  so,  but  never  came  nearer  than  Dunkerque,  for  the  good  reason  that 
throughout  the  winter  of  1745-46  Admiral  Vernon  was  patrolling  the  Straits  of  Dover  ready  to  pounce 
on  him  if  he  left  port.  After  hearing  of  the  defeat  of  his  brother  at  Culloden  Henry  wisely  abandoned  his 
idea  and  sought  action  elsewhere.  Several  19th  and  early  20th  century  writers  faithfully  copied  the  mis¬ 
information  from  each  other,  and  it  even  found  its  way  into  an  edition  of  the  DNB,  from  which,  pre¬ 
sumably,  it  has  been  perpetuated  in  British  Historial  Medals  under  entry  no.  99  for  Henry’s  medal  on 
the  death  of  his  father,  and  now  in  the  May  Bulletin  (page  138,  No.  1 12).  Let  the  credulous  beware!

Mr.  Woolf  is  absolutely  correct  -  so  many  books  are  produced  nowadays  that,  on  occasion,  far  too 
much  reliance  is  placed  on  secondary,  tertiary,  or  even  later  sources  for  material  information.  If  every 
author  went  back  to  primary  sources  we  would  have  a  Utopian  situation,  but  far  fewer  books.  The 
watchword  must  obviously  be  ‘discretion’  in  the  use  of  later  sources.  -  Ed.

B.A.N.S.  CONGRESS 


The  1983  Annual  Congress  of  the  British  Association  of  Numismatic  Societies  took  place  in  Bristol 
from  15-17  April.  The  host  society,  the  Bath  and  Bristol  NS,  had  chosen  the  Hawthorns  Hotel  as  the 
venue,  an  unaccustomed  luxury  for  the  old  BANS  hands  compared  with  the  usual  college  accommoda¬ 
tion,  and  at  a  cost  which  did  not  exceed  college  charges  -  a  point  to  ponder  for  future  courses. 

The  Congress  opened  with  a  Civic  Reception  in  the  City  Museum  on  the  Friday  evening,  at  which  the 
Deputy  Mayor  welcomed  the  delegates  to  Bristol.  The  Vice  President  of  BANS,  Miss  M.  Archibald, 
opened  the  formal  proceedings  on  Saturday  morning,  after  which  papers  were  presented  by  G.  Dyer  on 
‘The  counterfeiting  of  gold  coins  since  1817’,  J.  Brand  on  ‘Moneyers,  mints  and  municipalities’  and  L. 
Grinsell  on  ‘Bath  and  Bristol  numismatics  since  the  BANS  1964  Congress’.  The  later  part  of  the  after 
noon  was  given  over  to  either  visiting  the  SS  Great  Britain  or  a  guided  walk  through  historic  Bristol. 
The  formal  Congress  Dinner  was  held  in  the  evening,  an  event  attended  by  about  100  people.  The 
Sunday  morning  talks  were  by  J.  Kent  on  ‘The  Iconoclast  Emperors  of  Byzantium'  and  D.  Dykes  on 
‘The  Vikings  in  Wales'.  After  lunch,  the  lectures  side  to  the  Congress  was  brought  to  a  suitable  end  with 
four  short  papers  by  local  numismatists:  H.  Durnell  on  ‘Public  House  Checks  of  Bristol’;  J.  Andrews  on 
‘Banks  and  Banknotes  of  Exeter’;  B.  Hooper  on  ‘William  Wood'  and  B.  Greenaway  on  ‘Checks  and 
tokens  of  Wiltshire'.  Miss  Archibald  in  her  closing  speech  drew  attention  to  the  quality  of  the  speakers, 
the  hospitality  shown  by  the  host  society,  and  the  gratifyingly  high  number  of  delegates  which  had  made 
the  weekend  such  a  success;  she  concluded  with  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  principal  organiser,  M. 
Manning,  and  to  the  generosity  of  the  BNTA  for  their  continued  financial  support  of  this  premier 
national  event. 
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
